The origin of the petition for the re- 
establishment o f saloons in Garrard 
county was primarily enterprisad by 
the Frank Fehr Brewing Co., of Louis 
ville. This is the account given by an 
attorney to whom the typewritten 
form of the petition came from said 
company, also desiring to retain his 
services, which offer he refused. This 
statement as to the origin of the ''pe- 
tition" for saloons was made to minis- 
ters of the city who unitedly waited 
on gentlemen of the bar of Lancaster, 
to ascertain if their professional servi- 
ces could be retained for legal points 
involved. With a few exceptions each 
member of the bar, as far as seen, vol 
unteered counsel against saloons. The 
petitions were filed with Judge Ford, 
as stated in last issue, by Cary Mullins 
a colored man of this city.. All minis 
ters of the city, at request of the W C 
T. U., promptly united their services 
on the following Sunday night. The 
mass meeting was addressed by Mrs 
Frances Beauchamp state president of 
the W. C. T. IT. An after conference 
was held and campaign against the sa- 
loon petition was decided upon with 
hearty and enthusiastic accord. 

Law of election relied on by petit- 
ions was to secure twentyrive per 
cent of legal voters of the West Park 
and Court House precincts. This law 
fairly complied, made it mandatory to 
the Judge of the County Court to or- 
der the election in such precints. 
Judge Ford's court was continued in 
session from 2!) Jan. to Feb. 2 to give 
due consideration to the issue involv- 
ed. The W. OL T. U. the ministers of 
the city, also prominent laity of the 
city, without reference to denomina- 
tion prosecuted their compaign with 
energy. Toil of the womanhood of 
(Airraid county in this endeavor was 
notable in record. Inclement weath- 
er, bad roads, delicate health did not 
stop them. Signatures to the peti- 
tion as to validity was thoroghly inter 
rogatcd b y them and their c o- 
workers in all portions of territory 
affected. Judge Ford's court con- 
vened Monday 2nd, one week from 
time campaign opened to decide case" 
on facts presented by both parties to 
issue. Court calld for counsel to re- 
present saloon petitioners. None ap- 
peared. Messrs. Williams, Hern- 
don, Tomlinson, Swinebroad, Hays, 
Walker, Robinson appeared as attor- 
neys for the Anti-saloon party. Af- 
ter careful consideration Judge Ford 
decided against the validity and le- 
gality of the petition. Judge Ford's 
course was marked bv judicial capa- 
city with strictest conformity to law 
and facts and was highlv commended 
by all present to the issue. Good feel- 
ing generally prevailed on all sides. 

A large element of the petition was 
represented by colored people, many, 
however, claiming that they did not 
sign them. All who signed under 
mistaken or hasty notion of its full im 
port, white or black and who after- 
ward petitioned removal jot their 
names from the petition, were highly 
commended by the Anti-Saloon leaders 
for the courtesy and candor with 
which they acted. 

Mrs Geo. Patterson affectively and 
earnestly voiced the thanks of the 
W C T D and temperance people of 
Garrard, to the Garrard County Bar 
and the ministers of the city for their 
able and appreciated service. The ar- 
gument of Messrs Williams and Hern 
don before the Court as representa- 
tives of the Bar Counsel for Anti-Sa- 
loon people, were highly commended 
for forcible presentation. 

And so it came to pass, that the 
manhood and womanhood of Garrard 
County preferred "Home Rule" rather 
than government by a big brewery 
at the mouth of Beargrass.

MANAGING MILK COWS. 

Bfnrli of 4be Dairyman'* Sueccsa with 
HU Stock DeprniU on Car* tal, 
Ileitular Milking. 



FIRE AT JUG GEES. 



I wish to give you a few hints on 
milking tows. The farm hand who 
knows how to milk properly is more 
valuable to the careful dairyman than 
any other help. To milk a cow re- 
quires time and patience. The milk 
should be drawn slowly and steadily. 
Some cows have very tender teats, 
and if you want a well-disposed cow, 
be gentle in your treatment toward 
her, as she is naturally impatient and 
does not like rough handling'. With 
constant irritation she will fail in 
quantity of milk. As the udder be- 1 
comes tilled with milk she is anxious j 
to be relieved of its contents and will j 
seldom olfer resistence without a 
cause. When a patient cow becomes 
fractious we can always trace it to 
the milker. Note this: We should 
not allow them to stand a long time 
waiting to be milked. When cows 
give a large quantity of milk it is 
very painful when the udder has 
filled to the utmost therefore causing 
them to become very nervous and 
restless. To delay milking at the 
proper time will do more to cause 
a cow to go dry before her period 
than anything else. She should also 
be milked to the last drop, if pos- 
sible, for the last portion of milk is 
said to be the richest. Still another 
point: There are many ways of con- 
ducting a dairy. Among these are: 
Wholesome food, such as wheat bran, 
cottonseed meal. Always be careful 
to keep the cows well salted, pro- 
tected from bad weather, giving kind 
handling, careful milking, regular 
feeding, clean stabling, good ventila- 
tion and plenty of pure water. In 
some sections we have what is called 
bitter weed, which cows are fond of, 
causing the milk to become so much 
affected that it is hardly fit for use. 
I find that by giving the cow about 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar at each 
meal for Uva or three days the milk 
is entirely relieved of the bitter 
taste. — Barnum's Midland Farmer. 



SIMPLE CHEESE PRESS. 



It Can Br Made at Home at a Trlfllng- 
Coat and Will De Fonnd to 
Be Very I'neful. 

Here is a sketch of a cheese press 
that we have found to be very use- 
ful to us and hope that your read- 
ers will profit by it; it can be made 
at a trifling cost. The uprights are 
2x4 inch scantling, four or five feet 
long, with pieces of the same fastened 
to the bottom for bases; 30 inches 
from the floor stout cleats are railed 
firmly to the uprights, upon which 
rests a two-inch plank, which serves

as a table; upon this plank is a 
cheese hoop with a cheese inside to 
be pressed; above this is a stout 
strip (2x4) with ends resting in mor- 
tises cut in the uprights; this strip 
should be five or six feet in length; 
under it, in the center, is a block 
which rests upon a round follower 
the exact size of the cheese to be 
pressed. The power is furnished by 
the eccentrics, or arms, which are 
merely levers with unequal circular 
ends; these work on a bolt which 
pierces the circle near the top; to 
the ends of the arms fasten strings, 
which are tied to the side of the table 
to maintain the pressure. When 
the cheese is placed in the hoop, the 
follower and block adjusted, by pul- 
ling down on the eccentrics a pres- 
sure of any required degree is ap- 
plied upon the cheese. Both the 
board and strip being elastic, the 
pressure is maintained as long as 
required.— Jacob Harper, in Epi- 
tomist. 

The Coloring: of Batter. 

Since butterine is sold under its 
natural color the makers of winter 
butter have found the lack of color 
in their product somewhat detri- 
mental to its sale or imagine they 
have so found. Some are advocating 
coloring all the butter to resemble 
June butter and thus distinguish it 
from butterine. This is a point of 
not so much value as some might 
suppose. There is not the same rea- 
son for coloring butter uniformly as 
there was to color butterine to re- 
semble butter. Yellow butterine was 
sold for butter. White butterine is 
not sold for butter, and is not likely 
to be. Even the whitest of butter 
does not look like butterine. We do 
not attach much importance to the 
question of coloring butter, and be- 
lieve tbe less color used the better.— 
Farmers' Review. 

Cleaning Dairy Itenaila. 

To clean tin utensils properly rinse 
them in lukewarm water. Never al- 
low the milk adhering to the vessel 
to dry, as it la hard to remove it 
then. Scrub the vessels in hot water 
with some cleaning material, such as 
soda or soap, added to it, rinse in 
clean hot water, and finally expose 
utensils to live steam, if possible, or 
put into boiling water for a some- 
what longer time. If vessels are 
treated to live steam, they will dry 
quicker. After washing, remove to 
a place where the atmosphere is pure, 
and which is exposed to sunshine.— 
Robert Weidig, in Farm and Home.

Lancaster, Ky., Jan. 5, 1903, 
Stated meeting of Council. 
Present R Kinnaird, Mayor, J A Beaz 
ley, E \V Morrow, J Joseph, WmHern 
don, J S RobinsouJ C He.mphill.coun 
oilmen 

The ordinance in regard to street building and improvement having 
been introduced and read at a former meeting, Deer. 15, i y0 2, requir- 
ing certain property owners to build and repair sidewalks in front of 
their premises in tins city, was again read for the second time. 

On motion, said ordinances are now finally adopted by unanimous 
vote each member ot the Council voting in the affirmative on the mo- 
tion to adopt and none against. 

The said ordinances having been adopted and passed they shall be- 
come effective forthwith alter their publication and service thereof on 
the various property owners. The service will be made by a copy 
thereof attested by the Clerk and served by the Marshal and with an 
extra copy on which the Marshal shall make his return, and if the par- 
ties live out ot the county the Marshal is directed to send the parties a 
copy of said ordinances by mail to their post office address. Said ordi- 
nances are as follows; 

The street committee having reported to the City Council that there 
is needed in the City of Lancaster certain new sidewalks and the re- 
pairing of some on certain streets, as is shown by said report, which 
was received and approved by the Council. 

Therefore, be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lancas- 
ter that there be built and constructed in the City of Lancaster the fol- 
lowing new brick sidewalks: On the East side of Lexington street in 
front of and along the property of W 11 Mason beginning at Hamiltons 
steps and ending at G S Greenleafs line; and in front of and along the 
property of G S Greenleal beginning at W B Mason's line and ending 
at the crossing on Water street. Also on the East side of Campbell 
street in front of and along the property of Walter Eason's heirs begin 
ning at the South-East cornet of Richmond and Campell streets and 
ending at the line of the property of Mary E Collier's heirs; and in 
front of and along the property of Marv E. Colliers heirs beginning at 
the line of the property of Walter Easons heirs and ending at Mary 
Cunninghams line. And in front of and along the property of Mary 
Cunningham beginning at the line of MaryE Collier's heirs and ending 
at the line of Seymore Hopper's heirs, and in front of and along the 
property of Seymore Hopper's Heirs beginning at Mary Cunninghams 
line and ending at the crossing on Buford Street and in front of and 
along the property of J. T. Williams and Bessie Shugars beginning at 
the crossing on Buford Street and ending at the line of Seymore Hop- 
per's heirs, and in front of and along the property of Seymore Hop 
per's heirs beginning at J. T. Williams line and ending at Bartons 
grocery store also on the South side of Danville street in front of and 
along the property of G. S. Greenleaf beginning at Arnolds line and 
ending at the brick pavement infrout of said property. Also on the 
North side of Water Street in front of and along the property ot R. E. 
McRoberts beginning at Duncan line and ending at Alice H. Frisbies 
line. And in front of and along. the property ot Alice H. Frisbie be- 
ginning at R. E. McRoberts line and ending at Ansil George line. 
And in front ot and along the property of Ansil George beginning at 
Alice H. Frisbies line and ending at the line of the Presbyterian Par- 
sonage and in front of and along the property of the Trustees of the

And in front of and along the property 
of M. E. Borders beginning at the brick pavement in front of said 
property aud ending at the crossing on Paulding Street. Also that 
there be constructed and built, on the South side of Danville Streetthe 
following new Plank sidewalk towit. In front of and along the prop 
erty of A. R. Moore beginning at W. H. Kinniards line and ending at 
Arnolds line and in front of and along the property of E. W. Smith be- 
ginning at Arnolds line and ending at the line of the property of James 
Bettis Heirs. And in front of and along the property of James Bettis 
heirs, to-wit: Ellen Bettis, Pearle Bettis, Lizzie Bettis, Mattie Bettis, 
and Lottie Arnold beginnig at E. W Smiths line and ending at O. W. 
and W. K. Shugars line and in front of and along the property of O.W. 
Shugars and W. K. Shugars line beginning at the line of the property 
of James Bettis heirs and ending at J. H. and Mary D. Wards line. 
And in front of aud along the property of J. H. Ward and Mary D. 
Ward beginning at O. W. Shugars line and ending at Amelia Pumph- 
reys line and in front of and along the property of Amelia Pumphery 
beginning at Mary D. and J. H. Wards line and ending at Kate B. 
Swinebroads line and. in front of and along the property ot Kate B. 
Swinebroad beginning at Pumphrey line and ending at Scotts line. 
And that the inside of the plank walks in front of the property from 
Arnolds to Pumphreys shall be built on a line with the inside of 
Arnolds pavement and the North east comer ot Pumphreys lot. Also 
that the plank walk in front of and along the property of M. E. Borders 
on Water Street be repaired. Also that there be built a new driveway 
in front of and along the property of J. C. Thompson Trustee on Wat- 
er street being the drive way in to said property. Except and pro- 
vided that in front of and along each and all of the property where 
sidewalks are herein ordered if and where there is a driveway or cross- 
ing into such property then at such places instead of the sidewalk as 
herein provided there shall be built and constructed driveway or cross- 
ing into such property. All of the above mentioned brick sidewalks 
and drive way or crossing provided for and ordered in this ordiance 
shall be six feet wide aud shall in all respects be built and constructed 
in conformity with and according to the specifications as set forth in 
the ordinances of the City of Lancaster governing the constructions of 
such "improvements" and being the same provided in article XII of 
said ordiance adopted July 7th 1902. Except the grade of the side- 
walk in front ot and along the property of W. B. Mason and G. S. 
Greenleaf on east side of Lexington street shall be on a straight level 
grade from the foot of Hamiltons steps and the crossing on Water 
Street. All of the above mentioned plank sidewalks provided for and 
ordered in this ordinance shall be six feet and of oak plank six inches 
wide and 1 % inches thick, the plank when laid on three oak runner 3 
inches by six inches, the runner to be one in the center of the walk 
and the other two six inches from the out side edge of the plank the 
runners to be well spliced one to another and to be well braced 
every 10 feet. The runners shall be laid on rock so they shall be at 
least 2 inches from the ground . The walk shall be laid as near level 
as possible taking into consideration the natural pitch and grade of the 
land and where there is a depression in the land or drain to be crossed 
runner shall be placed on pillars or post so as to maintain the 
grade of the walk as near levei as possible . The plank shall be firmly 
nailed to the top ot the runners and all the lumber used to be of first 
class material well seasoned wherever by reason of a depression in the 
land said walks are more than 2 feet above the ground then in such 
places said walk shall be provided with balustrader at least 4 feet high 
of sufficient strength to properly protect pedestrians. There shall be 
no pitch from the inside to out side of said walks but same shall be 
level. 

It appearing from the report of the street committee and from the 
ordinances this day passed for tbe construction of sidewalks on Dan- 
ville Street that the fences of E. W. Smith, James Bettis heirs O. W. 
W. K. Shugars and J. H. and Mary D. Ward are upon the right of way 
of the City and it is necessary for said fences to be moved back on a 
line for the proper construction of said walks 

Therefore be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Lancas- 
ter that the fences in front of and along the property of E. W 
Smith, James Bettis heirs, O. W. and W. K. Shugars and J. H. and 
Mary D- Ward on the South side of Danville Street in Lancaster be 
and the same are hereby ordered taken up and removed and placed on 
a straight line drawn from the North west corner of Lucy Arnolds lot 
to the North East corner of Amelia Pumphrey lot so that the plank 
walk ordered constructed along said property be placed on a line with 
said Arnolds pavement.

WHY I AM NOT AN AGNOSTIC. 

A Believer Gives Rniom for the 



I am not an agnostic, writes Judson 
Kempton, in the Chicago Standard, be- 
cause I believe that God can be known 
by the human mind. I do not believe 
in the unknown God'; I believe that 
God is such a being that the pure in 
heart may see Him, and the seeking 
soul may find Him, and may afterwards 
Bay: "I know Him in whom I have be- 
lieved." The agnostic would not 
agree with this. He would say: 
There may be a God, but we do not 
know Him and cannot know Him, and 
it is not reasonable to suppose thatwe 
can know anything about Him. I be- 
lieve that it is reasonable to suppose 
that we can know Him, and that as a 
matter of fact men have known God, 
and held communication with Him, 
and talked) with Hun as friend talks 
.with friend. 

Let us first look at the reasonable- 
ness of this, and then at jthe matter of 
fact. We have admitted that there is 
a God. And that God is an orderly be- 
ing, a law giver, an artist, a mathe- 
matician, a mind, because He made a 
Miowflake, and sent it down on my 
sidewalk for me to shovel off. The ef- 
fect must have had a cause. I make 
a wooden snow shovel ; I am the cause, 
the shovel is the effect. But what is 
my cause? Who made me? That great 
mind. Either immediately, at my birth, 
or mediately ages ago, back there in 
the sea slime of evolution God made 
me, or started going t lie-evolutionary 
machinery which caused: me, (it makes 
little difference which, so far as this 
argument goes.) God is the great 
first cause. The effect cannot be 
greater than the cause. A man, how- 
ever, is something more than a snow- 
flake, a work of art, a beautiful con- 
struction. That is, some men are. But 
all the attributes that are found in 
man at his best, must be found in his 
maker. Therefore, God must be some- 
t.hjnar mote than a mathematician and 



an'' architect and a draughtsman in 
white lines. I love, God' must be a 
lover; I hate, God must be a hater; 
I know- the difference between good 
and evil, God must be a moral being; 
I am at liberty to choose between 
right and wrong, God 1 must be a free 
mind, bound up in no chains of panthe- 
ism; I have a will of my own, God 
must have a will which He wishes me 
to do in earth as it is in Heaven; 1 have 
personality, God must be a personal- 
ity; I have the power of communicat- 
ing my will and my thought and my 
love to those whom 1 wish around me, 
God must have the power of communi- 
cating His will and His thought and 
His love to those whom He wishes. 
In other words, it is reasonable to 
think that God is knowable. It is 
reasonable to think that God can make 
Himself known to me, if He wishes to 
do so. . 

The only question that remains, then, 
is, is it reasonable to suppose that God 
would wish to do this ? Is this not the 
key to the situation? Can we not say 
this: God (if He is the infinite being, 
the Creator of the universe must be) 
will have a care over all His works? 
And, if He is a God of love (as He 
must be, if there is love in the uni- 
verse), He will wish to communicate 
His thought and His will and His love 
to all His creatures who are capable 
of comprehending and doing and lov- 
ing the good, the true, the beautiful? 

Now man is capable of this: He is 
so far superior to all other creatures 
that he lives as in a different world. He 
has a mind capable of meditation on 
the things that are true, the things 
that are pure, the things that are hon- 
est, the things that are lovely, the 
things that are of good report. He has 
the thoughts that wander through 
eternity. He thrills with noble pur- 
pose and glows with high resolve. He 
grieves for sin and sighs for holiness. 
He lifts his forehead 1 to the sun. Like 
a God, he is capable of self sacrifice 
and deeds of heroism. Man is capable 
of loving God. Listen to this: 

"As the hart panteth after the water- 
brooks. 

So panteth my soul after Thee, O God! 
My soul thirtieth for God, for the living 
God; 

When shall I come and appear before 
God?" 

Did ever lover write a more pas- 
sionate letter than that love song to 
God? If, therefore, this satisfies us 
that man is capable of loving God, of 
thinking His thoughts, of doing His 
will, and if our foimer argument is 
sound, it follows that it is reasonable 

to think that God wishes to make Him- 
self known to men, and we cannot be 
agnostics because agnosticism is un- 
reasonable to us. 

In this our reasoning is supported 1 In- 
such masses of evidence and matters of 
fact that we could not begin to so 
much as look into them. For, all 
through the ages, from the day of 
Enoch, who walked with God by faith, 
to the days of Abraham, who was 
called the friend of God; from the days 
of Abraham to the days of David, who 
said: "I love the Lord, because He 
hath heard my voice and my supplica- 
tion," from the days of David to the 
year that King Uzziah died, when Isa- 
iah "saw the Lord high and lifted up 
and His train filled the temple, and the 
voices cried, saying: "Holy, Holy, 
Holy, is the Lord of Hosts; the whole* 
earth is full of His glory," from the 
day of Isaiah to the last days of the 
Apostle John, who said: "Truly, our 
fellowship is with the Father and with

When "officers and gentlemen," lega- 
tions' attaches, soldiers, sailors and 
foreign merchants were plundering 
and helping themselves to everything 
on which they could lay their hands 
during the chaotic days that followed 
the fall of Peking, it is really surpris- 
ing that a few missionaries did not 
"loot" more as the only means of 
providing food for the hundreds of 
starving converts dependent upon 
them. Equally outrageous is the 
charge that missionaries are as a rule 
men of little education and of less than 
average ability, who are enabled by 
their calling to live in China amid a 
luxury of surroundings that would be 
impossible for them in any occupation 
at home. In wretched little Chinese 
houses in the towns of Shansi and 
Shensi that are visited by about one 
white man in every two years, I have 
had the honor of dining with mission- 
aries who were graduates of universi- 
ties, who could have filled any pulpit, 
or who could have graced any assem- 
blage in New York or London. . . . 
Of all the missionaries with whom I 
came in contact in the interior, I did 
not find one who was not both brave 
and honorable, or who would not will- 
ingly have given his life in the cause 
of the Christianity in which he be- 
lieved. The faults of missionaries are 
all of the head, not of the heart.

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Ration for a Draft florae. 

According to the best authorities, 
the draft horse should have two 
pounds of food daily for each 100 
pounds of live weight. A l.GOO-pouncl 
draft animal s-hould be fed 32 pounds 
of food, of which at least 10 to 18 
pounds should be grain, the grain 
uomponent depending on the severity 
of the labor performed. For light 
work, oats, with a little corn, are ex- 
cellent; with an increase of wor4c 
the amount of corn should increase, 
as this carbonaceous food supplies 
heat and force. Of late years cracked 
grain and hay run through a feed 
cutter is a favorite feed. This can 
be mixed and fed in the grain box. It 
is also the opinion of the best farm- 
ers that the noon meal should be 
comparatively light. Where horses 
are subjected to very severe labor, 
the grain should be ground and the 
bay moistened. _
